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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of the species of Fig. 1 , claims 1-2 in the reply filed on July 
1 1 , 2005 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 3-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on July 1 1 , 2005. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on February 12, 2004 is 
considered by the examiner. 

Specification 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means", "comprise" and "said," should be avoided. 
The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding 
whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 
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The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

6. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the form and legal 
phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "comprise", "means" and "said" should 
be avoided . Correction is required. 

7. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

8. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 and 2 recite the limitations "the plural switch elements" and "the plural 
resistance elements" in line 9 and line 2, respectively. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for these limitations in the claims. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

12. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Aswell (U.S.P. 6,703,682). 

As to claim 1 , Aswell discloses, in Fig. 21 , a semiconductor apparatus (178) 
comprising serially-connected bodies comprised of a switch element (NMOS) and a 
resistance element (180) respectively interposed between a plurality of terminals (N3- 
N6) adjacent to one another; terminals (182, ground) for a conduction test respectively 
connected to one and another ends (i.e., left and right ends) of a series of the serially- 
connected bodies; and a switch control terminal (148) for collectively controlling all the 
plural switch elements (NMOS). 

As to claim 2, Aswell discloses in Fig. 21, each resistance value of the plural 
resistance elements (180) in a series of the plural serially-connected bodies is weighted.
